Production and Prices 


We hear from the national bu­ 
reau of labor statistics that the av­ 
erage American working day is 7.5 
hours. 
A large Chicago bank em ­ 
phasizes the estim ate that idleness 
is costing the United States between 
$1,500,000,000 and $2,000,000,000 
annually. 
Superintelligeiice is not needed to 
tell us that short days for some and 
no days for others affect produc­ 
tion and thus prices. 
If the average 
working day is 7.5 hours it follows 
that a great many persons are work­ 
ing less than 7.5 hours; also some 
are working more. 
But even the fact that a great 
many are working short days is not 
necessarily dangerous. 
W hat 
is 
dangerous is that hundreds of thou­ 
sands are not working at all. Their 
productiveness Is nil. 
And the price 
of the thing? which are produced 
by the w orkers giving 7.5 hours a 
day to the task must go up. 
If the advanced prices affected 
only the worker? 
that 
situation 
might be bearable. 
But it isn’t so. 
Prices affect the productive and the 
unproductive alike. 
So 
we 
have 
some who work and are in some 
m easure able to pay the high prices, 
and we have a great many others 
w'ho do not work and because they 
must live are under 
the 
double 
handicap of insufficient money and 
high cost. 
The situation can be adjusted only 
by production and by economy. 
If 
we all produce with zeal and all 
consume with prudence there will 
be increased supply and decreased 
costs. 
The great public is sure to be of­ 
fended by the waste of the period. 
A thing worth having 
is 
worth 
working for. 
This is an underlying 
principle of human existence. 
We 
cannot go on demanding much and 
returning 
little. 
Effort 
m ust be 
adequate to the profit. 
Until we 
get hack to that plane we shall con­ 
tinue to have high prices and ham ­ 
pered production.---Chicago Tribune.

This is the open season for national politicians. 
The open 
season for state and county politicians is always open. 
But 
those of nationwide influence are engaged today in charging 
batteries and laying wire to control the impending presidential 
election. 
Political pow wows are being held in the nerve cen­ 
ters of politics, and national legislation is trimmed to influ­ 
ence the will and wish of millions who will decide the contest 
in 1920. 
Parties are no longer directed to give the people what 
they want. 
Political wiseacres bend every energy to give the 
people a small part of what they want in order to perpetuate 
the dominance of their party. The vehicle is now ahead of the 
Quadruped. 
Legislation is enacted for the benefit of parties, 
instead of maintaining parties for the benefit of the people. 
In an earlier age of the republic parties were maintained 
to enact legislation in the interest of the public. 
Occasionally 
but not often that idea commands parties today. 
But the 
lapse of a century has caused political leaders to consider 
a party itself the end instead of a means to an end. 
I he par­ 
ty’s welfare is the paramount consideration, 
lf the public 
is blessed as an incident to legislation— well and good, so 
long as the p a r t y itself is preserved. 
But if the public is in­ 
jured in the attempt to enhance the party s interest, \\h \. 
let the public suffer. 
It is all one. 
Any party governing in the interest of the whole public 
has nothing to fear from that public. 
Give the people what 
they want and they will be pleased. 
Moreover, they will re­ 
ward with continued power the party that places the public 
interest in the vanguard and governs the people for the peo­ 
ple. 
Any party projected from power after a long lease of 
control emphatically deserves the defeat administered. 
It 
has sinned away its day of grace and failed to function in 
the public’s behalf. 
Strange, is it not, that after all these years of political 
machinations you have never heard a caucus or convention dis­ 
cuss the possibility of bettering the condition of the public 
or benefitting the state. Always it is a matter of safeguarding 
the interest of the organization. 
Thus the leaders come to 
think that government is maintained to furnish privileges for 
political parties. 
• ------------- o----------------- 
Speaking of coal and operators’ profits, there is one very 
material point that we have never seen mentioned, and yet it is 
one of the most important. That is the exhaustion of the coal 
vein in the mines. 
An annual profit of 50 per cent looks 
tjoo large*to the average citizen, but if the vein is worked* 
out in two years, the operator is where he started and has not 
made a penny on his investment 
Ten per cent looks like a 
fair profit, but if the mine is exhausted at the end of five 
years, the operator has lost half his •capital. 
No profit that 
does not take into consideration the depletion of the coal in 
the ground can be a fair profit, unless it be more than an 
aver?ge profit. 
The time required to exhaust the deposit 
of coal must be figured when reasonable profits are under 
consideration. 
A coal mine is unlike a bank in that its cap­ 
ital is not a revolving fund to be used as often as necessary. 
The coal operator’s capital is his supply of coal, and that is 
never used but once.

IRISH ENGINEER 
TELLS HOW ISLE 
COULD BE HAPPY 


By the A ssociated Pre** 
DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—Sir John Grif­ 
fith. Irish engineer, who recently 
retired 
from 
the service 
of 
the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, in 
an address delivered in Dublin said 
that 
if 
religious 
intolerance 
and 
political trickery could be banished 
from Ireland and the land handed 
over to the control of the engineers 
there would be prospects of indus­ 
trial progress and contentment. 
The lessons of the war for Ireland 
he considered to be her isolation, 
the importance of her strategical 
position and the deficiency of naval 
bases on her western coast. Another 
naval 
base should 
be 
formed 
in 
ti a1 way Bay and a thoroughly equip­ 
ped harbor built there. This harbor 
would be available as a deep-sea 
fishing station and as a terminal 
port for a high speed passenger and 
mail service between America and 
Europe. 
The only remedy for industrial 
unrest 
throughout 
the 
world 
he 
believed to be the adoption of some 
system of co-operation, co-partner­ 
ship or profit sharing. 
Referring to the possibilities of 
Irish peat, he poinied out that if air 
dried peat were used to replace coal 
the Irish deposits would be be suf­ 
ficient to satisfy the fuel and power 
requirements of the country for 300 
years. 
Recounting the work of Irish en­ 
gineers, he said that Ireland has the 
largest telescope, the largest ships, 
the largest sluices, the largest con­ 
crete blocks for harbor work, the 
most striking 
improvements of a 
harbor entrance (Dublin) by arti­ 
ficial scour, and 
that in its in­ 
dustrial factories Ireland can claim 
the 
largest 
brewery, 
the 
largest 
spinning and weaving works and the 
largest rope works.
